WHz We are moſt ſenſible that nothing has contributed ſo much to our Misfortunes, and our Peoples 

Miſeries, as the falſe and malitious Calumnies of our Enemics ; Therefore We have always been, and 

ſtill are moſt willing to condiſcend to ſuch things, as, after mature deliberation, We have thought moſt pro- 

per for removing thereof, and moſt likely to give the fulleſt Satisfation and cleareſt Proſpe& of the greateſt 

Security toall ranks and degrees of our People. And becauſe We deſire rather to be beholding to our Subjects 

Love tous, then to any other expedient whatever, for our Reſtoration ; We have thought fit to let them 

know before hand our Royal and lincere Intentions ; and that when ever our Peoples united Deſires, and our 

Circumſtances give us the opportunity to come and alert our Right, We will come with the Declaration 

that follows.

F Hen Werefle&t upon the Calamities of our Kingdoms, Weare not willing to leave any thing un- 

V attempted whereby We may reconcile our Subjects to their Duty. And tho? we cannot enter 

into all the particulars of Grace and Goodneſs, which we ſhall be willing to grant, yet Wedo 

hereby aſſure all our Loving Subjects, that they may depend upon every thing that their own Repreſentatives 

ſhall offer, to make our Kingdoms happy. For we have ſet it before our Eyes, asour Nobleſt Aim, to do 

yet more for their Conſtitution, than the moſt renowned of our Anceſtors; And, as our chiefeſt Intereſt, 
to leave no umbrage for Jealouſic, in relation to Religion, Liberty, and Property. 

And to encourage all our Loving SubjeQs, of what degree or quality ſoever, to ſet their Hearts and Hands 
to the perfecting of ſo good a Work, and to unite themſelves in this only means of Eſtabliſhing the future 
Peace and Proſperity of theſe Kingdoms, We have thought fit to publiſh and declare 3 That on our part, 
We are ready and willing wholly to lay aſide all thoughts of Animolity or Reſentment for what is paſt z de- 
firing nothing more then that ir ſhould be buried in perpetual Oblivion; And do therefore by this our De- 
claration, under our Great Seal, ſolemnly promiſe our Free Pardon and Indemnity to all our Loving Subjetts, 
of what degree or quality ſoever, who ſhall not by Land or Sea oppoſe Us and thoſe We ſhall think neceſſary 
to accompany our own Perſon, in this juſt attempt to recover our Right; Or (in ſucha number of days after 
our Landing, as We ſhall hereafter expreſs) ſhall not reliſt them who inany part ofour Dominions ſhall ac- 
cording to their Duty atlert and maintain the Juſtice of our Cauſe : Beſeechins God to incline the Hearts of 
our People that all eftution of Blood may beprevented, and Righteouſneſs and Mercy take place. And for 
that end, We further promiſe to all ſuch as ſhall come to, and aſliſt us, that We will reward them accord< 
ing to their reſpective Degrees and Merits, 

- We do further declare that We will, withall ſpeed,call together the Repreſentative Body of our Kingdom) 

\nd therein will Inform our ſelves what are the united Intereſts,and Inclinations of our eople;And with their ' 

-- a will be ready to redreſs all their Grievances,and give all thoſe Securities of which they ſhall ſtand 

n need. 

_We likewiſe declare, upon our Royal Word, that We will proteft and defend the Church of England, as it-- 

$ now eſtabliſhed by Law ; And ſecure to the Members of it, all the Churches, Univeriities, Colledges, and 
Schools, together with theic Immunities, Rights, and Priviledges. 

We alſo declare, We will with all earneſtneſs, recommend to that Parliament ſuch an impartial Liberty 
of Conſcience, as they ſhall think neceſlary for the Happineſs of theſe Nations. 

We fnrther declare, We will not diſpenſe with, or violate the Teſt, And, as for the diſpenſing power in 
dther matters, We leave it to be explained and limitted by that Parliament. 

Wedelare alſo, that We will give our Royal aſſent to all ſuch Bills as are neceſſary to ſecure the frequent 
alling and holding of Parliaments ; The free EleQtions, and fair Returns of Members ; And provide for im- 
bartial Tryals : And that We will ratifie and confirm all ſuch Laws, made under the preſent Uſurpation, 
$ ſhall be tendered to us by that Parliament. 

And in that Parliament We will alſo conſent to every thing they ſhall think neceſſary to re-eſtabliſh the late 

& of Settlement of /re/and , made in the Reign of our Deareſt Brother; And will adviſe with them, how 

orecompence ſuch of that Nation as have followed us to the laſt, and who may ſuffer by. the ſaid Re- 
ſtabliſhment, according to the degree of their Sufferings thereby ; Yet ſo as that the ſaid AQ of Settle- 
nent may always remain intire. : 

. And,if Chimny- Money,or any other part ofthe Revenue of the Crown, has been burthenſome to our Subjects, 

E ſhall be ready to exchange it, for any other Aſſeſment that ſhall be thought more eaſie. 

Thus We have lincerely declared our Royal Intentions, in terms we think necellary, for ſetling our Sub- 
ets minds ; and according to the adviceand intimations We have received, from great numbers of our Lo- 
ing Subjects, of all ranks and degrees, who have adjuſted the manner of our comming to regain our own 

light, and to relieve our People from Oppreſlion and Slavery. 
; | After this, Weſuppoſe it will not be neceſſary to enumerate the Tyrannical Violations, and Burthens, 
dith which our Kingdoms have been oppreſſed, and are now like to be deſtroyed. 

And whereas our Enemies endeavour to affright our Subjects, with the apprehenfions of great Sums which 
muſt be repaid to France ; We poſitively aſſure them, that our Deareſt Brother the Mo't Chritaz King expetts 
no other Compenſation for what he has done for us,than meerly the glory of having Succor®d an injur*d Prince. 

We only add, that We come to vindicate our own Right, and to eltabliſh the Liberties of our People. And 
may GOD give us Succeſs in the proſecution of the one, as We Sincerely intend the Confirmation of the other.
